NO GUILT PRESUMED 
FROM LIQUOR IN HOME 


Must Be Evidence of 
From Residence, Judge 
Faris Declares 


“Possession of whisky in a resi- 
dence creates no presumption of 
guilt unless there is evidence of a 
sale having been made from _ the 
residence,’ Federal Judge Faris 
teld a jury today in directing an 
acquittal verdict in the ofa 
Negro charged with possession of 
half a pint of whisky in violation 
of the Volstead act.

search warrant, seized the whisky 
and arrested Smith. He told them, 
they testified, that he had been 
sclling whisky. 

“Il am going into 
ties of this case because 
rages my feelings,” Judge Faris 
said. “Clearly two of this de- 
fendant’s constitutional rights were 
violated and every man has a right 
to the protection of his constitu- 
tional rights no matter how black 
he may be. 

“The Federal courts have ruled 
that the illegal acts of a police of- 
ficer acting as a State officer are 
no defense in lederal Court. How- 
ever, police officers must be bound 
by Federal practice when they act 
in a matter of violation of a Fed- 
eral statute. The Volstead act 
provides for the issuance of search 
warrants only on the evidence of 
Sale. 

“It is true the officers testified 
that this man admitted he had been 
selling whisky. But there is no 
corpus. One of you gentlemen 
might admit that vou killed John 
Smith but you couldn’t be convict- 
ed unless it was shown by compe- 
tent evidence that John Smith had 
been killed.’

Thomas Aloysius Dorgan Had Suf- 
fered for Nine Years From 
Iieart Ailment.

The 
vote in the House was 36 to 4 in 
favor of its passage. 
Thousands’ of Telegrams. 

There are 60 members of the 
lower house and during the last 
48 hours between 8000 and 10,000 
telegrams had been received by 
them from investors in loan com- 
panies who wanted the 36 per cent 
rate to continue. Most of the tele- 
grams, however, were tossed in 
waste paper baskets. 

The small loan bill was intro- 
duced this year after a year’s 
study into the State’s banking and 
insurance methods by a legislative 
investigating committee created in 
1928. 

Several thousand pages of testi- 
mony were taken by this commit- 
tee and the members, after pro- 
longed consideration, felt the pre- 
vailing interest rate was nothing 
short of scandalous. 

The committee disclosed start- 
ling instances of unetlical meth- 
ods by some of the lenders, par- 
ticularly where they had feasted 
on individuals without much means 
and then later, when they had 
failed to pay interest had promptly 
foreclosed on the victims. 

A bill to reduce the interest rate 
in Missouri on small loans from 
42 per cent to 24 per cent a year 
has passed the House at Jefferson 
City, and today was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee in the Senate.

House of Lords Rejects Mo- 
tion Urging Government 


to Recognize Compulsory 
Jurisdiction of Tribunal. 


By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, May 2.—The House of 
Lords, after brief debate yesterday, 
rejected 26 to 19 a motion submit- 
ted by Lord Cecil inviting the 


House to express the opinion that ; 
the time had arrived when Great 

Britain should sign the optional 

clause of the statute of the World 

Court. 

(By this clause, states recognize 
the compulsory jurisdiction of the 
court, namely the right of one par- 
ty to summon another before the 
court.) 

The Lord Chancellor, expressing 
the Government's inability to ac- 
cept the motion, said that it was 
hoped the time would arrive when 
it would be possible for the British 
Empire to accept the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the International 
Court with or without a reservation 
designed to protect the special po- 
sition of the empire. The present 
moment, however, in the dying 
days of the old Parliament and in 
the face of resolutions of the Im- 
perial Conference of 1926, and the 
urgency of the problem of the 
United States arbitration treaty 
with Great Britain, could not be 
considered a proper time. 

Lord Cecil had argued there was 
no reason why Great Britain 
should not agree to accept judicial 
settlements by the International 
Court in view of her enormous in- 
terests in all parts of the world. 

The Lord Chancellor rejoined 
that it would not be desirable to

GRAND-LEADER

Portland vase, offered at Christie’s 
auction rooms today, was  with- 
drawn after 29,000 guineas (about 
$145,000) had been bid, the reserve 
price not having been reached. 

It had been thought that the 
price for the unique vase might 
possibly reach 100,000 pounds (ap- 
proximately $500,000). The open- 
ing bid was 19,000 guineag (about 
$50,000) which mounted’ § rapidly 
to 29,000 guineas and there haited. 

The Portland vase, a» depository 
forsthe ashes of the dead, is a 
beautiful specimen of Greek art 
found in the sarcophagus of Alex- 
ander Severus at Rome about the 
middle of the seventeenth century. 
It takes its name from its last pur- 
chaser, the Duchess of Portland. It 
is of dark blue glass ornamented 
wfth white figures in relief repre- 
senting the marriage of Peleus and 
Thetis. In 1845 it was smashed 
with a stone by a lunatic in the 
British Museum, but was so skill- 
fully mended that the breaks are 
hardly discernible. Wedgewood, 
the potter, made the Portland vase 
the model for his ware.

a pursuing policeman. When Rep- 
resentative Holaday (Rep.) of IIlli- 
nois described the killing on the 
floor of the House last week, the 
majority of the members broke 
into loud applause. 
Called on Family. 

Representative Kvale said that 
from his own investigation, which 
included a call on the dead youth's 
family, he was convinced that it 
was Fleming’s first offense, and 
that he had obviously been em- 
ployed to drive the car by more ex- 
perienced men, Exhibiting a pho- 
tograph of Fleming with his eight 
brothers and sisters, he shouted: 

“Look at this! Think of the suf- 
fering and humiliation which has 
been visited on this innocent fam- 
ily, and then tell me that you can 
applaud the killing of this mis- 
guided boy! I'll not condone his 
crime, but I protest azainst this 
killing. I protest against the tak- 
ing of human life under any cir- 
cumstances, unless it is in self-de- 
fense. The law can be enforced 
without it. 

“I regret that members of this 
House could find it in their hearts 
to applaud such an act. That is 
not civilization; it is a return to the 
jungle; and I appeal to the House, 
for the sake of its own reputation 
and out of respect for the feelings 
of a suffering family, to expunge it 
from the record.”’ 

Incident on Record. 

The incident appears in the Con- 
gressional Record as follows: “Mr. 
Holaday—He (Policeman Rouse) 
fired five shots at the left rear 
wheel. Four of those shots hi the 
car within a radius of eight inches, 
the fifth shot, from a_ vertical 
standpoint, but two or three feet 
higher than the other four shots, 
passed through the back of the 
car, struck the driver in the back 
of the head, and killed him, (Ap- 
plause).”

NEW YORK, May 2.—When President Ernest 


S. Barnard told 


his American League umpires before the start of the season that he 
wanted the pitching rules enforced, and would hold them personally 
accountable if they let a guilty balk escape, he started something.

Terms Up to 23 Years Fixed for Sicilians by 
Jury After Week’s Deliberation— 
Eleven Acquitted.

TERMINI IMERESE, Sicily, 
May 2.—The Mafia trial involving 
161 defendants ended yesterday in 
a verdict of guilty against 150, 
with sentences running as high as 
23 years’ imprisonment. The trial 
lasted nine months.

INNER is usvally the hearti- 
D-« meal of the day and the 
‘nodern housekeeper under- 
Stands the necessity of including 
each group of food *tto make it a 
well balanced meal. She also 
realizes that this can be accom- 
plished by a few wisely chosen and 
well-prepared dishes, so elaborate 
dinners are not served at her ta- 
bie. 
In the average family the sim« 
ple dinner is the rule 


substitute to furnish protein, a 
Starchy vegetable as potatoes or 
rice. a green vegetable to give the 
essential minerals, bread. butter 
and a sweet dish—the dessert may 
be varied by substituting a salad.
